Choreographers Li Chiao-Ping and Douglas Rosenberg, 
performance video artists, present an excerpt from the 
collaborative work, "Le Train Du Memoir: Exotic Activities and 
Rudimentary Behavior," which refers to the recreation of the 
journey from Paris to Auschwitz by survivors and their families 
of the Nazi concentration camps. 

As a solo artist, Li has toured throughout the country and 
her company, LI CHIAO-PING DANCE was recently presented by the 
Institute for the Arts at Duke University. She currently performs 
with Dzigo Vertov Performance Group in San Francisco. Her 
artistic partnership with Douglas Rosenberg has included many 
collaborations including a video dance piece entitled "Yellow 
River (Hwang Ho)," which has screened internationally as well as 
nationally. Li is currently on the dance faculty at the 
University of Wisconsin at Madison.

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The performance video work of Douglas Rosenberg has been 
broadcast on PBS TV and shown both in the U.S. and 
internationally. Well known for his work with dance and video, 
his collaborations include work with choreographers June Watanabe 
and Li Chiao-Ping. He is the founder and artistic director of 
Dzigo Vertov Performance Group, an interdisciplinary, inter-media 
group begun to create new and challenging works for the theater. 
For the last six years he has been the d ire ctor of the Video 
Archive Program at the American Dance Festival as well as a 
member of the faculty. 

He was recently awarded a Painted Bride Art Center New Forms 
Grant to create a new work in collaboration with Li Chiao-Ping. 
His other grants include a National Endowment for the Arts 
Dance/Film/Video Grant with choreographer June Watanabe, a North 
Carolina Arts Council Special Projects Grant and a Sony/ American 
Film Institute Award at the National Video Festival. 

A new work by Kay Izlar during her residency on the campus 
of GW will include video shot in Amsterdam where she resides. An 
artist/teacher at the New School in Amsterdam, Izlar is known 
throughout Europe for her experimental performances with highly 
charged physical motion, mixed media and text. 

Maida Withers' new driving and dramatic work for sixteen 
dancers explores the dynamics of fascism in its subtle and new 
forms.

Mr. Poling joined Ford in 1951 as 
a cost analyst in the Steel Division Controller's Office. He moved 
up through the ranks holding increasingly responsible positions as 


divisional controller and vice president until being named chief 
operating officer in 1985, when he was named president of the 
company. He became chairman in March of 1990.

informal Exchange Program Brings Tidewater Group to 
D.C. for a View of Foreign Policy Making Process 


Six Hampton University students have descended upon the 
nation's capital for a week-long immersion in the study of 
international affairs. The students, hosted by The George 
Washington University Elliott School of International Affairs, 
are participating in an informal institutional pairing program 
which encourages an exchange of students, faculties and staff 
between the two institutions. 

The effort was instituted to promote interest among minority 
students in foreign service careers, to complement Hampton 
University's offerings in the area of international studies and 
to enhance the Elliott School's efforts to network with 
minorities. The GW collaboration with Hampton University will 
promote frequent interaction for curriculum development, possible 
research projects and recruitment. This new relationship is 
further advanced by the proximity of GW's Hampton Roads Center (a 
satellite location for graduate and professional development 
studies) with its facilities, staff and telecommunications 
infrastructure. 

The Hampton students' ''Week in Washington" will consist of a 
State Department policy briefing, a lecture on NAFTA at the 
Canadian Embassy, a guided tour of the White House as well as 
visits to Transafrica, Amnesty International, Africare, the 
Pentagon, the Embassy of Antigua and Barbuda and various 
cultural outings. The schedule of activities culminates with a 
roundtable discussion on future directions for the exchange 
program on Friday, November 5, 10:00 - 11:00 a.m., at the Elliott 
School of International Affairs (Stuart Hall 108), followed by an 
address by GW President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg at 11:00 a.m.

GW FORENSIC INVESTIGATORS OF LIZZIE BORDEN CASE 
AND MERIWETHER LEWIS DEATH 
TO PRESENT RESULTS TO GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF AMERICA 

October 25th. Presentation in Boston to Feature Heretofore Unseen

Boston, MA -- In a joint presentation to the Geological 
Society of America (GSA) Professors James Starrs and George 
Stephens of The George Washington University will present on 
October 25 findings from ground penetrating radar (GPR) 
investigations of the graves of Andrew and Abby Borden -- alleged 
victims of Lizzie Borden -- and Meriwether Lewis of Lewis and Clark 
fame. 


Through the use of GPR, Starrs, professor of law and forensic 
sciences at GW, was able to locate with near certainty the skulls 
of Abby and Andrew Borden. The skulls, which had been held as 
evidence during Lizzie's trial, had been missing since her 
acquittal in 1893. "I am as sure as science will allow," said 
Starrs, "That the skulls are buried in the Oak Grove Cemetery in 
Falls River about three feet above the rest of the remains of the 
Bordens." 

GPR has been commonly used for the last decade primarily for 
locating underground storage tanks, buried waste storage drums, 
subsurface concrete structures and groundwater tables. "Its uses 
for forensic investigators are invaluable as it offers a non- 
invasive means of determining the location of human remains and 
artifacts," says Starrs. 

Starrs is currently petitioning the Falls River Historical 
Society for permission to examine certain artifacts from the 
crime. Among them are hair samples from Andrew and Abby Borden and 
traces of milk which may help determine whether or not the Bordens 
were being poisoned prior to their deaths. Other items include 
bloodstained bedclothes from Abby Borden's room and a sample taken 
from the alleged murder weapon which may or may not be human hair. 
"We could tell right away under a microscope whether the hair is 
human or not," says Starrs.

Stephens, chairman of the Department of Geology, is a team 
member on the Meriwether Lewis investigation. Lewis died 
mysteriously on October 10, 1809, at Grinder Stand, a frontier 
outpost about 70 miles from Nashville, of gunshot wounds to the 
head and chest. The cause of death was described as suicide, but 
Starrs finds the evidence inconclusive. Through the use of GPR, 
the team was able to determine the likelihood of the presence of a 
void beneath Lewis' monument. Starrs is presently awaiting 
permission from the National Park Service to open an exploratory 
trench at Lewis' grave site to obtain further data. 

The presentation, entitled "Lizzy Borden Took an Ax (?) -- and 
Other Geophysical Anomalies: The Use of Ground Penetrating Radar in 
Historical Forensics Science," will be presented at the 1993 GSA 
annual meeting in Boston, held at the Copley Marriott. Starrs and 
Stephens will be presenting from 1-4 p.m.

GW'S PETER REDDAWAY AWARDED U.S. INSTITUTE OF PEACE FELLOWSHIP 


Peter Reddaway, professor of political science and 
international affairs at The George Washington University, has 
been selected as one of two distinguished fellows at the United 
States Institute of Peace in Washington, D.C. Professor Reddaway 
will spend one year at the Institute, studying the political 
right in Russia and its influence on Russian foreign policies. 

Fellowships are awarded through the Jennings Randolph 
Program for International Peace, named after the former U.S. 
senator from West Virginia who was a longtime advocate of a 
national peace institution. Fellows, who include prominent 
scholars, journalists and policymakers from the United States and 
other nations, are chosen through an international competition. 
Institute projects may be conducted for periods up to one year. 

Formerly director of the Kennan Institute for Advanced 
Russian Studies at the Woodrow Wilson International Center for 
Scholars in Washington, D.C., Peter Reddaway joined The George 
Washington University in 1988. He is an internationally known 
expert on contemporary Russian politics, author and editor. From 
1965 to 1985, he was a lecturer in political science at the 
London School of Economics and Political Science. Reddaway holds 
B.A. and M.A. degrees from Cambridge University and pursued i 
graduate work at Harvard, Moscow State and London universities. 

He is a faculty member of the Elliott School of International 
Affairs, the political science department and the Institute for 
European, Russian and Eurasian Studies at GW.
